Thomas Craighead, Adam Bankln, Andrew McCLure, 
and James Crawfoitl, and appointed the Presbytery of 
Translyvania to meet in Danville, in the District ot 
Kentucky, on the third Tuesday of October, 1796, and 
the Ker. David Bice to be moderator, or, in case oi 
his absence, the senior minister present. Ubi pott 
preou sederuntt except the Bev. Thomas Craighead. 
Ruling elders present— Blchard Steele, David Gray, . 
John Bovel, and Joseph Beed." 

This was the first meeting of a Presbyterian judica- 
tory higher than the session south and west of Vir- 
ginia and Pennsylvania The action passed at this 
first session shows that the pioneer Presbyterian min- 
isters and elders were sound and earnest men. At 
their ^rst meeting they enjoin it upon the elders to 
gatber the people of the congregations, when- there Is 
no minister, for the purpose -m prayer, praise, and 
riding the Scriptures ana the works of sucn approved 
divines as they may be able to procure. They recom- 
mend the use of catechists, and they resolve to visit all 
oeishborhoods where there are members of the church, 
to plant churches and supply them, as far as possible, 
ana to appoint special fields of labor for their minis- 
ters until the next meeting of the presbvterv. 

It would be very Interesting and pron table to pur- 
sue the work of these men mm year to year, if time 
would permit, but all we can do is to Inquire after 
that part of .the history of Transylvania Pres- 
bytery which records the progress of the churches 
within our territory, while it was a part of that pres- 
bytery, a period extending from its organization, in 
1786, to 1796, when the Presbytery ol Washington was 
organised. 

BEY. JAMB8 KEMPER. 

At the second meeting of the Presbytery of Tran- 
sylvania, held at Lexington, Ky., April 24, 1787, Mr. 
Jamt« Kemper is enroll as a ruling elder; of what 
church the record does not show, but from traditional 
testimony (Mr. Kemper's own journal) we learn tnat 
it was the ehurch called Forks of Dick's Biver, not 
tar from Danville, Ky. 

At the same meeting we find the following minute: 
• *'Mr. James Kemper being nominated by the Bev. 
David Bice, tat a oateohlst was examined on divinity 
and approved of, and, upon nls declaring that he 
woald not, by virtue ot tbis appointment, attempt to 
explain the Sacred dcriptures, preach the Gospel, or 
diMiense the sealing ordinances thereof, is hereby ap- 
pointed to the office of a catecbist.** 

For two years Afr. Kemper was employed as a 
eatecbist, "instructing the young and ignctraut" 
aa the presbytery defined his duty; and then, 
at the r^ular meeting of the presbytery. 
at Jessamine Church, April 29, 1789. he 
was taken nnder the care of presbytery "as a candi- 
date for the Gospel ministry.'' He was assigned for a 
popular iectnre the 15th Psalm, and for a sermon. 
Prov. ilL 6: "In all thy ways acknowledge Him, and 
He shall dlreet thv paths." 

The trials were heard at presbytery three months 
afterward (July 22, 1789). In the same church, and 
they were approved, ana another discourse was as- 
signed, from John vL 44-40,- to be heaid at the next 
meeting, at Oaae run, Oct- 6, 1789. This Irial waa, 
heard at tlie time and place as ordered, and it wasap- 
proved, and the following minute was entered: 

"Mr. Kemper is permitted, aa a probatipner for the 
Gospel ministry, to preach, under the direction of Mr. 
Bioe, while he oontinuea in the study of divinity, on 
trlaL** 

Under thl« partial license his Joomal wti: ^'In the 
autumn of 1790 I visited Cincinnati, and agreed to 
move my family the following sprins or fall." 

At a meeting of presbytery, AprU 27, 1791, at the 

DIek's Biver Qiurcn, Mr. Kemper was fully examined 

and licensed, and he was immediately appointed to 

"supply, in the settlements of the Miami at discre*. 

^iur, ^ las Hat of jtpj^oatioaaB for eupplies we find "a 



supplication from tbe settlements on the North Bend 
of the Miami." This i8 the fitHt request for preaching 
from the north of the Ohio, and the first appointmefit 
of a supply. M r. Kemper was not present at the next 
meeting of the pr«»»bytery (Oct. 4, 1791), at Jessamine, 
Ky Uls journal gives the reason of his absence, in 
saying that he airived in ancinnati with his family 
October 17, 1791. There is a traditional error as to the 
time of his final removal to this city. Mr. Thomas 
Irwin, who is as reliable as any other writer of pioneer 
history, says: "The Bev. James Kemper waa the first 
minister in Cincinnati. He came from Kentucky, and 
preached in 1790, and moved in April or May follow- 
ing." The only error in this statement Is in regard to 
the time when his family arrived in Cincinnati. His 
first preaching was in 1790. His regular labors began 
in April or May^ 1791. In the fall, after having spent 
several months in Cincinnati, he returned to his home 
in Kentucky to make arrangements for the removal of 
his family. He and bis family, under an escort from 
Cinoinnati, sent to protect them from the savages 
of the wilderness between Danville and Cincinnati, 
started from his Kentucky home for his new fields 
in all probability, about the time of the meeting of tbe, 
prettbytery. A trip from the Forks of Dick's river, 
through a mountaioons region, without roads, would 
have reqaired him to be on his wav when the presby- 
tery was in session. When he arrived in Cincinnati 
there was but one person of the congr^^tlon that he 
left in it on his first visit in 1790. 

Before proceeding further in tracing the work of Mr. 
Kemper on this side of the Ohio, we give some statis- 
tics of bis previous life He was born Nov. 23. 17fi8, 
in Fauquier County, Virginia. Over the dowof bis 
father's houKe was a board having an inscription upon 
it, carved with a kuife or chisel: "Believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved, and thine 
bouse." July 16, 1772, he married Judith Hathaway, 
who was born April 26, li66. His age at hia.marriage 
was 18 years, 8 mouths, and 28 days, and his wile's age 
16 Tears,.2 months, ann 20 days. He was licensed to 
preach the Goppel, after four yenrs' study under the 
Bev. David Blue, when in the 88th year of his age, 
and after he was the father of ten children. While 
pursuing his studies for four years, being in abject 
poverty— the ret^ult of being compelled to pay a <ft«bt 
ing«*ld instead of currenf*y— he occupied, aanesays, 
"some cabins furnished by tbe Bev. Ddvfd Bi «, with 
tenor twelve acres of land, chiefiy cleared, near his 
house. Here my dear wife bore th«> heaviest part of 
slipporting our family of ten children." She sat at 
her loom, year after year, weaving jeans for tbe neigb- 
bors. Father Bice and our Father in heaven smiling 
upon her and her husband No wonder they named 
a son, the first born after Mr. Kemper's license, David 
Bice Kemper. Mr. Kemper died August 2^ 1834, 
aged 80 years, 9 months and 3 days: Mrs. Kemper 
survived her husband several years. She died Mareh 
1 , 1846, aged 89, 10 months and 6 days. They had fifteen 
children. 

After his removal to Cincinnati, October, 1791, Mr. 
Kemper entered upon a career of labor and seal, vacri- 
fice and success seldom equaled in the history of apy 
church. He bad a particular charge, and he had the 
care of the whole field north of the Ohio river. 

The presbytery in session aa he atarted for Cincin- 
nati make this record : "Mr. Kemper is appointed a 
supply at the Miamis until the next stated aesalon," 
and at the next stated session, at Stoner Mouth, 
April 2, 1792, tho following: "That Mr. Kemper sup- 
ply one Sabbath at the North Bend of the Miami, and 
that he supply the reit of his time at Columbia, Cin- 
oinnati, ana Bound Bottom. That Mr. Bice aupply 
at the Miami settlements two Sabbaths." 

Mr. Kemper was only a licentiate, and oould not 
administer the sacraments, ordain ruling elders, or 
organize churches. Mr. Bice's appointment was made 
chiefly to sujpply a service which Mr. Kemper could 
not perform, being unordained. 
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indorses on this document the same objection con- 
tained in bis letter to Dr. Bomeyn. This is probably 
the first <nrganisation, of which but one member was 
found when he returned to Cincinnati the next year. 

From October, 1792. until October. 1798, this terri- 
torr continued under the charge of the Presbytery of 
Transylvania, and then was altotted to the Presbytery 
of Washingtmi, so called from Washington, Mason 
€k)unty, Ky. During tbese six years the progress of 
the church and the settlement of the county were 
Mow, chiefly because of the hostility of the Indians, 
and the dimcolty inuthe way of reaching the country 
from the east. * 

Mr. Kemper is alone in this field for sereral 
Tears. Fot elghtem months he fails to be at the pres- 
bytery, and no cdder apnears from this side of the 
river and no iupplies are saked for. Mr. Kemper'a 
reasons for absence for eiRhteen months are suatamed. 
At the first meeting attended by him, at Woodford, 
Ky., April, 1794, Kder Jacob Beeder beinealso pres- 
ent, the record* show that no other church had been 
organised in Ohio. This^ is olain, for the reason that 
the presbytery resolyes "to appoint a grammar 
school" for "students, whose genius and disposition 
promise us^ulness in life," and they appoint persons 
in each congregation to gather from each of the heads 
of families at leaat two shillings and three pence, to 
pay the tuition of those whose parents are unable to 
pay for the education of their childrMi. Moses Miller 
was appointed for Cincinnati, and Samuel Sarran (Ser- 
riog) for Columbia. If there had been other churches, 
their two and three pence would have been looked after. 

At this meeting of the presbytery, the Bev. Bobert 
Marshall is appointed to assist Mr. 'Kemper 
in the administration ci the Lord's Supper at Cindin- 
nati. BCr. Marshal fulfilled this appointment, add 

E reached in other places under the guidance of Mr. 
emper, who was alone on this side of the river. I 
hare heard Mr. Marshall speak of this yisit, and of 
leading men with whom he became acquainted at that 
tinu>. 

Mr. Kemper was also at the next stated meeting, at 
Paint Lick, Ky., April 7, 1794. The presbTtery ap- 
pointed four oommitteee— one for the north side of 
keotucky, one for the south side, one for the settle- 
meots on the Camberiand, apd one for the aettlementa 
on the Miami— to examine the credentials of traveling 
ministers. For this district Mr. Kemper, Moses Mil- 
ler, Col. Oliver Spencer, and Jacob Beeder were ap-. 
pointed. At the same meeting (October, 1794), Mr. 
Kemper was appointed to supply North Bend and 
South fiend each one Sabbath. South Bend was a city 
laid out by John Cleres Symmee between North Bend 
and Cincinnati. 

From October, 1794, there is no record of any new 
congregation, or supplication for supplies until Octo- 
l»er, 1796, when, in answw to a request, the Bey. John 
Howe was appointed to supply two Sabbaths at Man- 
chester, or Three Inlands, northwest of the Ohio. He 
was licensed the day at this appointment (October 8, 
1796), at Pisgah Church, near Lexington. It is not 
certain that he fulfilled thia appointment He had 
others, and he is recorded §» not f ulfiUins alL 

Mr. Kemper resigned his pastoral charge of 
Cincinnati and Columbia October 7. 1796. At 
the same time the church of Commbia was 
divided into the ohorchea d Duck Creek and 
Bonnd Bottom. Dock Greek (now called Pleas- 
ant Bidge) had Its firat plaofr of worship south of 
the present leoation. on Dock eredk. The presbytery 
forbid the dhiireh of Dock Greek building neaier 
than fiye miles from Cincinnati. Bound Bot- 
tom was a few miles from Oolamhla, aboye the 
mouth of the Uttle Miami, o« the east bide. It c e a s ed 
to appear on the mlMrtes of the Aaembly iB 18M. 
PksMnt BMflS and Claolnnati are the two oMesk 
ehnrebes Ib tie pretbytHT. GbsdnBati and OdamblB

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From the time of Mr. Kempea's resignation, Oct. 7, 
1796, there are no appointments for one year on this 
side ot the Ohio, except at Manchester, above Mays- 
yille. Then at Bethel, near Lexington, Oct. 8, 1797, 
there is the record of "a verbal supplication from the 
inhabitants of Chill icothe, on the Scioto, northwest 
side of the Ohio, to be under the care of the presby- 
tery, and known by the name of New Hope, and for 
supplies; also from Clear Creek, west of the Ohio, 
from Turtle Creek, and from the Big Prairie. These 
three places are between Lebanon and the Great 
Miami; dear Creek was east of Franklin, Turtle 
Creek was near Shaker village, a few miles west of 
Lebanon, and the Big Prairie was on the Miami, near 
and above the mouth of Dick*s creek, and immedi- 
ately below Middletown that now is. 

At this meeting, Oct. 8, 1797, the Bey. Peter Wilson 
was received from the Presbytery of New Brunswick, 
N. J., and Mr. Archibald Steele was licensed. Mr. 
William Bobinson was appointed to supply two Sab- 
baths on the Miamis, ana Mr. Wilson one at Turtle 
Creek, one at Clear Creek, and one at the Big Prairie; 
Mr. Kemper two at discretiim. The Bev. Peter Wil- 
son, a few montfis before this, had moved to Cincin- 
nati, and had taken charge of the church. He and Mr. 
Kem^ were the only ordained Presbyterian minis- 
ters on the north of the Ohio. 

At the next meetingof presbytery at New Piroyi- 
dence, near Danville, Ky., April 10, 1798, a call from 
New Hope, now Chillicothe,was given to the Bev. Wm. 
Speer, father of the Secretary of the Board of Educar 
tion. He was received from the Presbytery of Carlisle. 
He accepted the call, and was the third Presbyterian 
minister who settledf north of the Ohio. 

At the same meeting (April 10. 1798), a call was sent 
from Cincinnati for the Bey. Peter Wilson, and lAso a 
remonstrance against his settlement. He had been 
pr^ching for th^ congregation about nine months. 
Messrs. Templin, Blytne, Welsh, Howe, Campbell, 
and Bobinson were appointed a committee, or any 
three of them, to meet in Cincinnati on the third Wed- 
nesday in May. 1798, and examine into the difllcultlee, 
and report to tne stated meeting in October. 

An Intermediate meeting of the presbytery was 
held at Cabin Creek, North of Maysville, Aug. 1, 
1798, at which "a settlement of people, liying 
on Eagle creek. Straight creek, and Bed Oak asked to 
be taken under the care of presbytery, to be known as 
the Congregation of Oilboa. Tbeee places are in 
Brown County, a few miles north of Bipley. 

At the stated meeting, Oct. 2, 1796, at Cane Ridge, 
Ky., the committee appointed to visit Cincinnati re- 
t>ori»d that they had failed to meet, and the parties 
interested were notified to attend the next stated 
meeting, in order, if possible, to have their diflbrences 
settled. At this meeting a call to the Bey. Archibald 
Steele was presented from Clear creek, and Orange- 
dale, first caUed Big Prairie. It was put into his 
hands, and he asked time to consider it. BCr. Wilson 
and Mr. Steele were each appointed to supply one 
Sabbath at Springfield (now Springdale), and Mr. 
Kemper ope at Bound Bottom. Mr. Archibald Steele 
was a licentiate from Kentucky. 

This was the last meeting of the presbyterr of 
Transylvania, while it coyered the territory north of 
the Ohio, and it closes a history of twelve years from 
the organization of the presbytery in 1786, of which 
the last 7>^ years, from April, 1791, includes the his- 
tory of our Church on tiM north cl the Ohio. The 
inrogress of the Church to October, 1798, shows three 
ministers, the Bey. James Kemper, the Bev. Peter 
Wilson, and the Bey. William Speer, with the Ber* 
Archibald Steito, a licentiate, and with ohnrebea la 
Cincinnati, Duck creek, Bound BotWmi, Clear ercek, 
Oraagedale, Manchester, Turtle creek, and New Hope, 
and congregationB Pot fully organised, but leeofnlnAf 
at Oilboa and Springdale. *

erroneouBly given as occarrins in 1809. Mr. Hayden 
was pastor of Hopewell until April 8, 1819, and at 
Back creek until his death, which occurred Aug. 27, 
1885. Mr. Hayden was a plain and modest man, with 
• distinct utterance and great fluency, though his 
Yoioe lacked melody and sweetness: He was a man of 
eminent ability. Dr. Wilson esteemed him as one of 
the ablest men of the church, and so he wms generally 
regarded. He was a brother of Mrs. Mary Cobb, a 
worthy member of the First Church in this city now 
and for nearly fifty years. 

Next to the First Church of Cincinnati and the 
cbfucbes now called Pleasant Bidge and Montgomery, 
Springfield, now Springdale, requires notice. It was 
■npplfed by various ministers, a few Sabbaths in a year 
from the organization of the Washington Presbytery, 
from Apni, 1799, to April, 1801. Messrs. Wallace, 
Kemper, Steele, and Dunlavy, each supplied one or 
more Sabbaths. Mr. Steele was at Clear creek, and Mr. 
Dunlavy at Eagle creek, in Brown County. A foreign 
minister or licentiate, Mr. John W. Brown, preached 
in Springdale in the sunnuer of 1800, and the church 
applied for his settlement at a meeting of presbytery, 
in Cincinnati, Oct. 7, 1800; but the presbytery re- 
fused, on account ot the want of proper credentials 
Soon after John Thomson, a licentiate of the Presby- 
tery of West Lexington, visited the church, and at the 
next meeting of presbytery at Red Oak, Brown County, 
April 14, 1801, he was received and appointed to sui>- 
ply Springdale and Orangedale, each one half of his 
time. 

In October, 1801, BCr. Thomson was called as pastor of 
Springdale for two-thirds of his time, and he accepted. 
He was appointed stated supply at Hamilton for the 
other one- third. His ordination and insiallation were 
attended to by presbytery at Springdale, Nov. 12, 
1801. He remained pastor for nearly two years, 
antU he went with the New Lights. 

After the defection of Mr. Thomson, a few families 
adhered to the Presbyterian Church, at Springdale, and 
i^y were recognizea as the church. Presbytery sent 
ocoadonid supplies. Their chief supplies were 
Messrs. Kemper, Steele, Welsh, Wilson, and Hay- 
den. In October, 1806, Mr. Wallace was appointed 
stated supply for Springdale and Hamilton, giving one 
half of his time to each. There was but little growth, 
until Mr. Thomson >retumed to the Presbyterian 
Church, in 1814, brin^^g many with him who had 
gone out with him. 

Other churchy recognized and supplied by the 
Presbytery of Washington, in the Miami country, 
during its superintendency to 1810, require brief men- 
tion. 

A church called Bethany, at the headwaters of Tur- 
tle creek, was received in October, 1800. It went off 
with Turtle Creek and Clear Creek, under the lead of 
Mr. McNemar, except a few members, who became 
connected in the organizations at Dick's Creek, Leba- 
non; and Unity. 

Hamilton, Seven Mile, north of Hamilton; Dayton, 
Beulah, Bath, Honfy Creek, Forks of Mad river, white 
' Water, Buck Creek, North Liberty, Yellow Springs, 
all north of our present bounds, were recognized and 
supplied. We can not even mention the names of the 
churches of Washington Presbytery, now within the 
bounds of Chillicothe and Portsmouth presbyteries. 

The ministers received by Washington Presby- 
tery who labored In the Miami countrv, not already 
noticed, were: The Rev. Wm. Robinson, April 4, 

1804, from West Lexington Presbytery, who lived for 
a few years on Mad river, near Dayton, and supplied 
Dayton, Beulah, Honey creek, and other churches in 
that r^on: the Rev. Jam«-s Welsh, received in April, 

1805, from West LexisKton Presbytery, who Uvea at < 
Dayton and supplied it and other neighboring 
chorehes, and the Rev. Samuel BaldridKe, from thti 
Presbytery of Abingdon, who labored chWfly, at 

XatwTvaeeharg and up the White. Water V ajley.

but five ministers in it, and four years afterward they 
had but obe other minister, the Rev. John Thomson^ 
who returned to the church after ten years among the 
New Lights. While the Miami country belonged to- 
the Presbytery of Washington, from 1798 to 1810, this 
territory lost morer^than it gained, both in the num- 
ber of its ministers and its churches. This period of 
twelve yeirs was one of reproach and trial, and yet 
there were some who were valiant for the truth, men 
|rOf ability, of zeal, and self-denying effort. 

THB GREAT BBYIVAL. 

This period was marked by events^ the most excit- 
ing in the history of our church, equaled only by the- 
disruptions of 1741 and 1838. A general re^val oo- 
curr«wl in our Church in the West about the bc^^ning: 
of this century, which was attended with great irr^» 
ularities, ai)4 ^as followed by wide spread schism, 
threatening the almost total destruction of the Pres- 
byterian Church in Kentucky, Tennessee, and Ohio. 

The «?ork began in Logan County, Ky., under the 
labors of the Rev. James McGready. He nad followed 
soiue members of his congregation from North Garolinm. 
to Kentucky. At one of his meetings a woman uttered 
a loud cry, and soon the whole congregation were con- 
vulsed with emotion. As the meetings were continued^ 
the congregations grew larger and la^er. People came 
from a great distance, and the Gospel preached seemed to- 
rfach almost every hearer. A great camp meeting waa 
held in July,18U0,on Oasper river. People came twenty, 
fifty, and some one hundred miles. Before the meeting, 
closeid, all seem deeply moved, and multitudes rejoiced 
in Christian hope, among them many little children of 
whom Mr. Mct^ready ss^d: "They expressed them- 
selves, in a manner so rational, and, withal, se 
heavenly, that it filled me with astonishment." Be- 
fore the close of 1800 ten sacramental camp meetingi^ 
were held in the Green river and Cumberkuid river 
regions, with growing interest. The revival continued 
through the winter of 1800 and 1801, and in the begin- 
ning of 1801 and throughout the year camp meetings 
were common in Central and Northern Kentucky, and 
north of the Ohio. Between May and August large 
meetinn were held at Cabin creek. Concord, Pleasant 
Point, ludian creek, and Cane Ridge. At Cane Ridge 
it was computed that 20,000 were present, and a large 
part of them from Ohio. One of the peculiarities of 
(he revival, almost from the first, was what is called 
"the falling exercise.'* Persons under excitement 
si^ooned and fell to the ground, and after lying in an 
uDconscious state for a time, revived, and b^;an to- 
exhort in terms eloquent and thrilling. During the 
great Qine Ridge meeting it is computed that 8,000 

Eersons were subjects of the falling exercise and other 
indred exercises. There were several of these ex- 
travagances which seemed involuntary and ccm- 
taglous. Jer)cing was very prevalent, hundreds at a 
single meetiug falling under its power sometimes. It 
sometimes affected only the arms or the head, but 
often the whole body. Rolling, running, dancing, and 
barking were all described as being each a class dis- 
tinct from others, and having special merit. Then 
there were visions and trances and prophecies. The 
meetiogs were very disorderly. Sometimes a hall 
dozen hymns' were sung sx once, while maiiy were en- 
gaged in prayer or exhortation with a loud voice, and 
not a few were exercised with what was called "the 
holy laifgh.'* With these bodily exercises, as might 
be expected, especially under the infltience of visions 
and revelations, errors in doctrine were soon muii- 
fested and siiread with wild insolence everywhere,, 
until every cnurdi felt the baleful innoence. 

In the midst of this wide defec14oQ and extniY»* 
Ksnce there were ministers and laymen Who resisted 
,the tide of error and disorder. They were alaimed 
for the purity and peace of the church, while others 
gave evidence of growing defection. At the Cane Ridse 
meeting th«re was m^ell excitement and sot a Utu»

Mk7 at Dayton , March 26, 1818. 

Francis Monfon first serred the New Jersey Chnrch 

■t Chrlisie Btation as pastor until 1821, when he was 

called to Hamilton, where he labored 16 years, after 

»which he labored in Indiana. He died June 17, 1865, 

In the 78d year of his age. 

Peter Monlort first served the Church of Yellow 
Springs, and then the Church of Unity the suc- 
eesaor of Turtle Creek, and Pisgah. In 1886 be 
loiBed the Associate Kelurmed Church— since 
the United Presbyterian Church. He died t^ov. 18, 
186S in the 8lst} ear 01 his age. 

Mr. Thomson took charge of Springfield, his old 
field, and continued there as loog as he was able to do 
foil ministerial duty. He resigned in 1882, and re- 
Boyed to Crawfordsville, Ind., where he died Jan. 15, 
1869, In the 87th year of his age. Four of his sods en- 
tered the ministry: James Thomson, of Mankato, 
Miun. ; John Thomson, Professor io Wabash College, 
deceased; William M. Thomson, D. D., Missionary at 
Beirut, 6yria. and 8am uel ti. Thomson, Proiessor in 
Wabash OollM;e. The first three were licensed and or- 
dained by the Presbytery of Cincinnati; James 
Thomson was licensed at Harrison, with Frederick 
Augustus Kemper, son of James Kemper, Oct. 5, 1826, 
and he was ordained with Cyrus Byington, missionary 
among the ChocUws, at Oxford, Oct. 8, 1827. John 
Thomson was licensed Oct. 6, 1828, at Montgomery, 
and ordained April 4, 1829, at Venice. J>r. William 
M. Thomson, 01 Beirut, was licensed at Pisgah, Oct. 5, 
1881, and ordained one week later, in the Second 
Church, Cincinnati, with William P. Alexander, 
mlasionary to the Sandwich Islands. Dr. Thomson. 
of Belmt, author of "The Land and the Book," is still 
a member oi the Presbytery of Cincinnati as is,'also, 
Mr. Alexander, though his name has been kiadver- 
tently omitted from our roll. 

The Bev. William Gray was the first minister added 
to the presbytery after the licensure and ordinatiun of 
Francis and Peter Monfort, and the restoration of John 
Tliomaon. He was received from the Presbytery of 
Muhlenburgh, at Dick's creek, Sept. 27, 1814, and at 
once aupoiu ted to suppjy Lebanon, one half of his 
time, fur une year. He remained at Lebanon, soun 
giving bis whole time, until the fall of 1829, when he 
went to bpringfield, Clarke County, and after three or 
four years became pastor of Honey creek. His deatb 
is recorded on the minutes of the New 6cbooi Assem- 
bly of 1861. Uen. O. M. Miu-hel was a brother of 
Mrs. Gray, and was indebted to Mr. Gray for his earljr 
trmioiog and his admission to West Point. 

At tlie meeting of presbytery, Sept. 27, 1814, after a 
contest and the record of the ayes and noes, the Second 
Church of Cindnuati was organized and established 
upon the petition of John New house, John Kelao, and 
Samuel Luwry. The matter was carried to the synod 
and to the General Assembly, but the action ot the 
presbytery finally prevailed. The controversy over 
this question was very painful and damaging to the 
ehurcb. 

The Bey. James Hughes, from the Presbytery of 
Ohio, was received April 14, 1815, and appointed to the 
supply of Urbana anU Harmony. He bad kieen pastor 
of Lower Buflklo and West Liberty, Pa., from 1790. 
Alter remaining at Urbana three years he was 
chosen the first principal of Miami University in 
June, 1818, where ne remained until his death. May 2, 
1821. 

The Bey. John Bovd, from the Presbytery of Wash- 
ington, was receivea June 26, 1816, aud appointed 
stated supply ai Indian Creek, now Bethel, Oxford 
Presbytery. Mr. Boyd died Aug. 20, serving the 
•kttreA laai than two months. 



Dayid Monfort was licensed at Lebanon, April 8, 
18H. His popular sermon was deiiyered in the eoort 
by candle light, according to the record. He supplied 
Indian Creek, and was called in the fall to be its pas- 
tor. He was ordained and installed Oct. 29, 1817. He 
remained in this field until 1828, and spent the rest of 
his ministry in Indiana and Illinois. He died Oct. 18, 
1860. He was.an inyalid, from hip disease, for thirty 
years, and yet was able to do full work as a minister 
until within a few years of his death. 

The Hev. Dyer Buiigess was received from the North- 
ern Association of Vermont, at Springfield, Sept. 2. 

1817. He labored fur a time at Troy aud Piqua, and 
was called to Wept Union. 

The Key. William Schenck, of the Presbytery of 
Long Island, moved to Franklin in 1817, in his old 
age, where his children lived. He was the grandfather 
of Gen. Robert C. Schenck. He died Sept. 2, 1822. 

Backus Wilher, a licentiate of the Presbytery of 
New Jersey, was called to Dayton in 1817, and was or- 
dained and Installed Aug. 26, 1818. He died Sept. 29, 

1818, one month and four days after bis ordination, in 
the 80th year of his age He was une ot the most 
earnest, popular, and efficient ministers of the ohtirch. 

ACTION OP 1818 ON 8LAYBRT. 

At a meeting of the Miami Presbytery, August 9, 
1818, at New Jersey Church, in thebuoseof Francis 
Monlort, there was an action on a sut>ject which has 
agltlited the church for fifty years, and on which the 
Assembly of 1818. meeting a few weeks afterward, took 
action, that has been tbe uccaaion of great interest and 
much discussion ever since. The record of the action 
of the presbytery is as follows: 

"The Rev. Joshua L. Wilson brought in a resolu- 
tion, which, being amended, was adopted, and is as 
follows: 

** Whereas, This presbytery forwarded to the Synod 
of Ohio, at their last meeting, a memorial on the sub- 
ject of slavery, Ac, praying that reverend body to 
send forward a memorial on said subject to the next 
General Assembly ; and 

**Wu£REA8, it appears that the Synod of Ohio baye 
not acted so promptly and dH:idediy as the presby- 
tery had desired and conceived tne nature aud im- 
portance of tbe su!iJ«'Ct deuiaiided ; therefore, 

^'^ Hejmtved, 1 bat the Commissioners froiu this presby- 
tery to the next General Assembly be iu8tru<-ted, and 
tbcy are hereby instructed and directfd, to lay before 
tbe assembly an attested copy of taid memorial, in 
order to obtain from the assembly a public ttstlmtiny 
agaiUHt the horrid practice ot slavery, and that they 
use their best endeavors to obtain the pasf>age of an 
act by the assembly, making it the duty of Church 
Sessions to exclude from the holy sacrament all per- 
sons who voluntanly M'H slaves." 

Messrs. Dyer Burgess, John Thomson, and Wil- 
liam Gray were appointed Comnii&siouers to tbe as- 
sembly, and were all present. Mr. huigefs was one 
of the committee of the assembly that reported the 
action which the assembly adopted. Ihe committee 
was appointed, as Dr. Baird t>ays, in bis Digest, after 
considerable discuHsion. The fact that Mr. Burgess, a 
young man, was placed upon such a committee, sug- 
gests that he had taken part iu the discussion, and 
that it grew out ol tbe pa|>er of the Prebbytery of 
Miami. 80, then, tbe evidence is pretty clear that 
the celebrated action of 1H18, on slaverv* originated 
with Dr. Juhhua L. Wilson, of the l^reshytery of 
Miami, in the bouse of Francis Monfort, to which 
presbvtery our territory then beluriKed. 

At Troy, Oct. 6, l»lif, tbe Fiit«t Church of Walnut 
Hills was recognized and received. Mr. Kemper was 
its supply. He wa9*li stalletl its iiantor Dec 1, 1819, 
and his pantoirate ended with his deatb, Aug. 20, 1834. 

Mr. Andrew I'oaKe, a licentiate of Washington, was 
appointed Uct. 6, 1819, as sta(e<l supply of the fburcb

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until his death, about 22 yean. Muddy Bun was a 
part of his field for several years. 

EUjab Slack, a licentiate of New Brunswick Presby- 
tery, formerly Vice-President of Princeton College 
from 1812 to 1817, and President of Cincinnati Collefte 
for several years to 1828, was recpived Aug. 12, 1819, 
and ordained sine tiiulo Dec. 1, 1819. He Uved a lew 
years in Oxford, and in Brownsville, Tenn., for five 

Sears; and from 1842 to May 29, 1866, the day of his 
eath, he lived in Cincinnati. As a scholar and a 
teacher, he enjoyed a high reputation, and his infln- 
ence in ftivor ot education in the West at that early 
day was efflective. At his death he was In the 84th 
year of his ase. 

David Boot, a licentiate of the Presbytery of Hope- 
well, was recognized July 19, 1820, and became the 
supply of the Second Church, Cincinnati. In April 
following he was received upon his dismission from 
Hopewell Presbytery. At the same time (April 5, 
1821), a call was presented from this church and ac- 
cepted , and he was installed May 24, 1821. He resigned 
April 10, 1882. 

Ludwell 6. Gaines was licensed April 5. 1821. In 
October following he was appointed to the charge of 
Hopewell and Somerset, having preached to them a 
few months. He was ordained May 7, 1822, one month 
after the first meeting of the Cincinnati Presbytery. 
He died Feb. 6, 1861. He was a man of deep piety and 
earnest devotion to bis Master's work. 

The only other ministers of the Miami Pxesbytery 
who lived and labored in the bounds of the Cincinnaa 
Presbytery were the Bev. William Arthur and the 
Bev. Samuel Bobinson. Mr. Arthur was received 
from the Presbytery of Newcastle Oct. 6, 1819, and 
lived in Cincinnati until his dismission to 
the Presbytery of Lancaster April 11, 1826. 
I can find littie concerning him, except that 
he preached for the Second Church occasion- 
ally and had a difficulty with Dr. Wilson, which came 
into presbytery, for which Mr. A. was censured by 
presbytery. Mr. Bobinson was received from the 
Coven MDters April 6, 1821, and was .luspended in 
Decemfcter, 1821, for intemperance. 



I have given the work of all other ministers who 
lived in the bounds of the Miami Presbytery except, 
the Bev. Ahab Jenks, who was about two years at 
Dayton ; the Bev. ,Jamee Cox, who was many years 

SMtor at Piqua, and afterward at Dick's Creek and 
onroe, who died Nov. 14, 1866; the Bev. Guernsey 
G. Brown, who was for a short time at Brook ville; tho 
Bev. Nicholas Pittinger, w ho labored for a short time at 
New Lexington, and the Bev. John Brich, who served 
Urbana and Buck Qreek. 

Of the thirty ministers who were in charge of oor 
cause in the Miami country from 1790 to 1822. I 
remember all but five— Peter Wilson, John 
Boyd, Bichard McNemar, William Arthur, and 
Backus Wilbur. Memory phot4»raphs before me, to- 
night, in bold relief, James Welsh, William Bobinson, . 
James Kemper, John Thomson, Matthew O. Wallace, 
Joshua L. Wilson, Daniel Hayden, Archibald Steele, 
William Schenck, John Brich, Benjamin Boyd, Samuel 
Baldridge, Dyer Burgess, EUiah Slaok, Ahab Jenks, 
Samuel Bobinson, Guernsey G. Brown, Francis Mon- 
fort, Peter Monfort. David Monfort, James Coe, David 
Boot, Andrew W. Poage, Ludwell G. Gaines, and Wil- 
liam Gray. I can see them in the pulpit, and ean 
recall their peculiarities of voice and gesture. I ean 
see them on h<»rseback, with Uieir overalls 
of velvet, faced with bucksldn, with their 
saddlebaffs under them, and their great 
coats tied behind the saddle, and their umbrelliw in 
them, and with their hats covered with oiled sUk to 
protect them from rain and dust. The captains of the 
saints were cavalry in those days. I can see them at 
their meetings of presbytery with their wives and 
children often, and in churches crowded with men, 
women, and children, for meetings of presbytery were 
holidays of hospitality, and fellowship, and worship 
in those days, in which all seemed to be interested. 
Dear old men ! our ecclesiastical lathers and grand- 
fathers! This generation can not realise how much 
we owe to their zeal and prudence, their industry and 
se]/-denial in planting and watering thechoioh which 
is our heritage.
